NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


A public dinner will be given in the month of May on behalf of the Jews’ Free 
Shool. This is the first time for many years that the friends of the institution 
have had that kind of opportunity of meeting each other and of laying before the 
pubhe the work and merits of their noble foundation. It is to be hoped that a 
considerable and representative body of stewards, comprising all sections of the 
community, will volunteer their services to ensure that the words to be well 


spoken at this festival shall not be spoken in vain. Toiling privately and unosten-. 


tatiously, the President, Sir Nathaniel de Rothschild, and other officers, foremost 
among whom may be mentioned Mr. E, M. Leon, Mr. A. L.Cohen, Mr. Louis Davidson, 
and Mr. Rosenfeld, have previously collected large amounts, but the great engine of 
publicity has been little worked on behalf of the regular needs of the school ; and 
the automatic flow of annual subscriptions, which depends toa nicety upon a certain 
mechanical recurrence and reiteration of encouraging statements as to the pro- 
cress of the institutions helped, has been but feeble. [Exceptional exertions 
reaped a harvest of £16,000 for the Building Fund, but the regular subscription 
list amounts only to the ridiculously small sunr of £265. There must be hun- 
dreds of persons who would give a guinea, or several guineas a year, if they 
were applied to, in support of so meritorious an enterprise as that which in Bell 
Lane labours to prevent all chances of Judenhetze, by turning the poorest class of 
immizrants into fellow-citizens for whom we need not blush. The wise resolution 
has now been taken by the President and Committee that they will mect their 
supporters and the general public face to face to take counsel with thei as to 
the permanent welfare of the little waifs and strays whom the Free School 


 oivilizes and educates.

When it is remembered that while a man’s 
worldly position improves year by year his charitable gifts remain stationary, ang 
when the fact is borne in mind that seldom or never do benevolent acts involyg 
any curtailment of enjoyment, it will be conceded that there is very much room 


left for a more generous recognition of the claims of our communal charities, 


It is interesting to note the way in which latent ideas are ripened to matue 
rity by public discussion, and then at once take root and germinate, like seedg 
from a dehiscent capsule. A striking example of this is furnished by the recent 
correspondence in our columns on the question of teaching drawing in our primary 
schools. The importance of drawing as a branch of elementary education hag 
long been patent to those who had an opportunity of appreciating its market 
value in binding apprentices, and also to some few of those who, possessing the 
art themselves, could realise that to be wholly ignorant of it was like being 
minus a sixth sense—compounded of sight and touch—und to some extent 
within the reach of every one possessing those senses. Mr. B. Marks, whose 
letter in our issue of the 28th ult. initiated the discussion, is able to judge the 
question from both of these stand-points, and he strenuously advocates the addi. 
tion of drawing to the ordinary school curriculum. His views are shared by 
probably the most competent and _ practical educationist of our generation—we 
allude to Mr. Mundella—who, in his address to the Edinburgh High School on 


Monday, expressed his opinion that “every child, even in the elementary schools, 


should be taught to express himself with his pencil as easily as in writing.” We 
trust that at no distant date arrang: ments will be made to form drawing classes 
in connection with all our primary schools. | 


The recent report of the Registrar of Friendly Societies has directed renewed 
attention to the position of those organzations. It appears from the Registrar's 
report that of the societies which come under his notice—and_ these, probably, 
are the most favourable spéecimens—only one in six can be considered solvent, 
The Rev. W. L. Blackley, whose scheme for compulsory national insurance is by 
this time familiar to most persons, calls attention to this startling fact, and with 
perfect justice insists upon the neccssity of legislation to put an end to what he 
strikingly, but without exaggeration, calls “the plunder of poor men's provi. 
dence.” There can be no question that the thrifty working man has too often 
to pay dearly for his provident habits, in consequence of the unsound basis 
upon which his friendly society is founded. Ths subject 1s one of importance to 
Jewish working men in common with the industrial classes gencrally. The 
insolvency of a friendly society formed and conducted on the ordinary principles 
is merely a question of time. The scale of “benefits” is usually quite out of 
proportion to the contributions, especially in the case of middle-aged members, A 
manof forty, on joining one of these societies, pays no more than a member half his 
age, despite the fact that he is considerably more liable to sickness. Not only is 
such an arrangement financially unsound, but it is obviously unjust to the 
younger members, who, instead of making provision for themselves, as they 
fondly imagine they are doing, are in reality providing for others. Working men 
have the remedy in their own hands. Let them exercise a little caution when 
they are about to join a friendly society, and sclect only that one which, on 
inquiry, proves to be conducted ou safe and equitable principles. Notwithstanding 
the widespread unsoundness which is disclosed by the Registrar’s report, there 
are still some such societies to be found. But in spite of this disclosure, there 
will still be many working men, we doubt not, who are content to contribute to 4 
friendly society without taking the trouble to inquire into its character. For this 
very numcrous class legislation, making actuarial certification of the sufficiency 
of rates compulsory, 1s, as Mr. Blackley suggests, most desirable. 


The conductors of anti-Semitic organs of public opinion both in Germany 
and in the Austro-Hungarian Empire continue to find themselves besct with 
almost insurmountable financial difficulties in the management of their businesses: 
We have frequently exposed the doings of some of these journalists who have 
stooped so low as to commit crimes, thercby bringing them within reach of the 
criminal law, The Tribune, one of the largest anti-Jewish papers in Austria, 
appears, according to the Jeshurun, to have adopted a differ.nt kind of tactics 
in order to pay its way. It applied to the Alliance of Vienna, and offered, 48 
the advocacy of anti-Semitism had turned out a failure, to defend the cause of the 
Jews tothe farthest extreme, of course, for a substantial consideration. The 
Alliance had sufficient sense and self-respect to reject this dishonest offer. 


One of the class of journalists to whom we referred above, the Editor of the 
Westungarischen Grenzbote, was to be tried during the present week, at Press 
burg, for forgery. In Berlin, too, the friends of the Judenhelze have had another 
slap in the face by the re-election of our coreligionist, Dr. Strassman, as Pres!- 
dent of the Municipal Council by 101 out of 116 votes. The result is the more 
satisfactory, since the Jewish members of the Council barely exceeds a dozen.

THE RECENT FIRE AT CONSTANTINOPLE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” | 


Srr,—Allow me to appeal through your columns to the sympathy of your 
eaders whom you have already acquainted with the terrible catastrophe which 
befell our Jewish brethren at Constantinople on the 5th December. A great portion 
of the Jewish quarter in the suburb of Haskeui having been consumed by a con- 
flagration, 6,000 persons of the working class have thus been rendered homeless. 
Collections which were made immediately after that calamity, and contributions 
received from London, Paris, and other capitals, have barely sufficed to relieve the 


exigences of the moment. The misery of the destitute sufferers still continues to be 


apalling. Measures of an effectual nature have to be adopted to provide shelter for the 
widows, the infirm,the aged, and numerous other dependent persons ; and houses will 
have to be erected for the hundreds of families who now are exposed, through 
overcrowding, to the ravages of pestilential maladies, and to kindred misfortunes. 

The resources of the Jews at Constantinople, are extremely limited, the majority 
of the residents being artisans, labourers, &c., who live from hand to mouth. Efforts 
which will never be forgotten have been made by such noble minded personages as 
Lord and Lady Dufferin to mitigate the existing distress ; they have procured 
£1750, which has been placed with the Constantinople Relief Committee, This 
amount, together with some similar sums, forwarded by other benefactors will be 
devoted to the erection of homes for the necessitous families. : : 

If the available means should permit, there will be added a refuge for infants, 
who will then receive instruction in the same locality. Taking into consideration 
these great objects of beneficence, I venture to hope that my appeal for the thou- 


sands of fellow Israelites will meet witha benevolent response, . |

PROPOSED “ JEWISIT CLERGY FUND." 


10 THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH QIIRONICLE,” 
Sin.—I believe the idea has already been mooted of the desirability of forming 
a fund for the angmentation of the stipends of our clergy, as there can be no doubt 


that many of them are underpaid, but so far nothing definite has been done. I do — 


not think there is much probability of the United Synagogue being able to increase 
the salaries of our clergy, as all their available funds are taken up by their present 
expenditure, I would suggest that a fund be started, to be called “ The Jewish 
Clergy Fund,” and that the community be canvassed for donations, I have no doubt 
that in time it would be a great success ; we have only to turn to the Bishop of 
London’s Fund to see what an immense amount of good can be effected through 


- united action. I am certain, if anyone will just look at the salaries our clergy are 


receiving, they will see why so few of our gifted young men embrace this calling ; 
but if we coull give them such salaries as would induce them to study for this holy 
profession we should not be placed in the difficult position of having so few first- 
class preachers. Even those who are now at the head of our clergy are so badly 
remunerated that they have the greatest difficulty to bring up their families in a 
satisfactory manner. They should be above any pecuniary difficulties, and receive 
such salaries as would enable them to give all their attention to the welfare of their 
congregations. It is a decided drawback that many of our clergy have to spend so 
much of their time in teaching to make up for the deficiency in their incomes. If 
we could by any means place them above this, we should soon induce many promi-- 
ing young men to study for the Jewish Ministry, and each synagogue could have an 
efficient preacher. | 
I would suggest that a subscription list be started, and the donations be funded 
until a large sum has been collected ; we could then anuginent the salaries of the 
present clergy, and promise certain amounts to those synagogues which are at pre- 
scot without preache-s,. I hope some of our influen ial members will take the matter 
Up, and that we may be able to show how great is our wish to see this most import- 
ant proje t carried to a successful issue, | |

| BOARD OF GUARDIANS, 


The monthly meeting of the Board cf Guardians was held on Monday, at the 
offices of the Board, in Devonshir2 Square, There were present: Mr. LIone. L. 
CoHen, in the Chair; Messrs, Lionel L. Alexander, D, a sp M. Boas, C. 8. 
Davis, E. M. Leon, H.G. Lousada, Francis A. Lucas, 8. Montagu, A. Rosenfeld, 
Harry S. Samuel, S. Schloss, S. Simons, B. I. van Staveren. : 

Mr, F. A. Lucas, one of the Treasurers, in bringing up the monthly financial 
statement, stated that thanks to the result of the winter appeal, which had realised 
£1,830, he was enabled to show a credit instead of a deficit balance. At the last 
meeting the deficit balance had been £465, whilst the pres nt statement showed a 
balance to the good of £570. Although the result of the appeal was satisfactory on 
the whole, it was none too large, seeip¢g that the Board was virtually doing the 
work of two years. The bulk of the donations had come from the ordinary generous 
supporters of the Board ; and it was a matter of regret that but a comparative'’y 
small amount came fom quarters whence the Board had hitherto derived little help. 

The CHAIRMAN, supplementing the remarks of the Treasurer, said that there 
had been a falling off in the aggregate of the annual subscriptions compared with 
those of the previous year. A further sum of £1,000, in addition to the amount 
already produced by the appeal, would be required before the finances of the Board 
would be placed on a satisfactory footing. |

A meeting of the Yehidim of the Spanish and Portuguese Jews’ Synagogue 
was held on Monday last, at the Vestry Room, Bevis Marks, There were present :

A lengthy discussion took placed on the proposal to confirm the following reso- 
lution (moved by Mr. A. Lindo Henry), which was passed by the casting vote of 
the Chairman at the previous meeting of the Yehidim: “That the first of the 
Standing Orders, enacted 19th January, 1840 (relating to the confirmation of reso- 
lutions adopted by Yehidim), be rescinded.” | 

Mr. A. LINDO HENRy repeated his arguments in favour of the adoption of. the 
motion, which was opposed by Messrs. D. Benoliel, I. Pariente, and J. Pinto, who 
objected to any alteration in the Standing Orders, chiefiy because they had been in 
existence over 43 years, and also because the adoption of Mr. Henry’s motion would 
place too great a power in the hands of the Yehidim. The resolution was, however. 
confirmed by 7 votes to 6, with a slight modification (:noved by Mr. A. Lindo, and 
seconded by Mr. Lewis Pass), that the confirmation of resolutions shall be required 
in cases where no notice has been inserted jn the summons, and when any Notice of 
Motion shall have been carried by the casting vote of the Chairman only. 

The consideration of a further Notice of Motion by Mr. A. Lindo Henry, to the 
following effect, was not proceeded with in consequence of the adoption of the pro- 
position referred to above: “ That all resolutions (except those brought forward by 
the Mahamad) intended to be proposed at meetings of Yehidim be inserted in the 
notices convening the meetings.” 

In accordance with the Laws of the Congregation, the following ten gentlemen 
~ were elected as Assessors, or ‘** Fintadorrs,’’ to assess the New Finta for the present 

year and the year ensuing: Messrs. E. Arbib, 8. N. Carvalho, junr., Fred. S. Cohen, 
Fredk..B. Halford, Abraham Lindo Henry, David Lindo, Abraham Mceatta, Isaac 
Pariente, Abraham H. Pinto, and Arthur Montefiore Sebag.

The funeral service in the Berlin Reform Synagogue has been fixed for 
Monday, the 28th of January. The Rabbi of the synagogue will deliver a 
sermon, and some Depntics will mike speeches on the occasion, Arrangements 
are being made for the transport of the body from the railway station to the 
synagogue, Whither it will be condneted: in solemn procession. At the head of 
the committee for making the preparations and settling the programme Is the 
President of the Reichstag, Herr von Levetzow, as Honorary President. . 

There is a complete deluze in the German Press of Lasker Literature. His 
friends vie with exch other in commannicating to the newspapers letters of the 
deceased of remote and recent date. It is remarkable how unanimous all are in 
testifying to his disinteredness, high-mindedness and patriotism, Love thy 
neighbour ag thy self was, as is clearly shown in every letter or observance of 
the deceased, with him not a mere phrase, it was part and parecl of the man, and 
all his actions sprang from that beautiful sentiment. | 

Before proceeding with extracts from the letters which have now scen the 
light, it is perhaps well to give a categorical denial to all those statements which 
represent Lasker's parents to have been in needy circumstances. It would of 
course not detract from the merits ef the illustrious dead, if poverty had) been 
associated with his birth ; nevertheless, it is but right that the facts should be 
established, [lis father was a merchant engaged in an extensive trade In iron- 
ware, glass, and alkalis, employed from 70 to 80 workmen: Lasker's 
father was well read ta Jewish Titeratnre, and possessed a very good hbrary of 
ancient and modern authors, Lasker himself was a very precocious child, and at 
the early age of four had already obtained a mastery of Hebrew. At eight he had 
wequired acomplete knowledge of the Pentateuch, and a free translation which he 
made of Schiller's * Theilung der Erde” into Hebrew, wasa proof of considerable 
skill in that language, in which he constantly afterwards corresponded with his 
father until the latter's death. At thirteen Lasker knew all the holy writings in 
the original, with the exception of the Book of Daniel, for which he, curiously, did 
not evince any enthusiasm. 


A friend of Lasker relates, among other things, that when after the Franco- 
German war an infantry regiment from Nast Prussia returned and was welcomed 
hy the enthusiastic citizens, Lasker eagerly asked the colonel, who was presented 
to him at a party, how the Jews in the regiment had conducted ‘themselves. 
‘ Bravely, very bravely, my dear doctor, have my people been fighting. I should 
have liked you to have scen their bravery.’ “Thanks, Colonel,” said Lasker, a 
little disconeerted es but | beg your pardon, your satisfaction, is it also extended 
to the Jews?”

Shortly after his grand attack upon the bubble doint Stock Com- 
panies, an Englishman, who was passing through Berlin, went specially to the 
Mortgage Bank of Berlin, of which Lasker was the Syndic, in order to see this 
celebrated man, The Englishman ascended the stairs justat the moment Lasker 
descended. The Englishman addressed him in broken Gerinan, saying that he 
would like to sce Mr. Lasker. “Have you anything to say to him,” asked 
Lasker 2? “ No,” was the reply, “T only want to see him.” In the most serious 
manner Lasker, shrugging his shoulders, replied ; “Tat sorry you have come in 
vain to-day ; Lasker is only exhibited on Mondays.” | 
Of his punctuality and the conscientious and most scrupulous performance 
of all his duties. the best proof may be found in the fact that there 1s searcely 
anyone who attended with like fidclity all the plenary sittings of the Chambers, 
and the mectings of Committees of cither the Prussian Diet or the German 
Parliament. As the hour of the sitting struck he would appear an his place, 
and remain there until the sitting was closed. With the utinost attention he 
followed every speaker from whom any noteworthy remarks were to be expected, 
and his pencil was busy in note-taking, no matter whether he would himself join 
in the discussion or not. It was very rare to find Lasker in the lobby during the

As to the private life of Lasker, it 1s characteristic of the man that, as 
far back as 1870, and many years afterwards, when Lasker had long made his 
mark in the political arena of his country, where his society was sought by high 
and low, by Deputies, statesmen, and princes, when everyone desired his advice, 
and to hear his views upon every question of the day, he still occupied very miodest 
apartments on the third floor of the house, No. 3, Kocthener Strasse. 
sisted of his study, a bedroom, and a reception room. The walls of the study 
displayed a splendid library, and the room was comfortably furnished. — The 
reception room was equipped with great simplicity, but showed a very refined 
taste. The only extravagances of Lasker were his rich library—that was one of 
his hobbies—and that in the summer he would make a holiday tour, He con- 
celved the love for these summer rambles very -early in life, when he way in 
Berlin. He then undertook a trip ona visit to the country house of the father 
of one of his friends, in whose behalf he wished to bring about a reconciliation 
betw en father and son, The impressions he derived from that journey were 
everlasting, and from it dated his resolve to undertake a pedestrian tour every 
year, These tours were marked by great simplicity of habits. The railway 
would carry him to a certain starting point, thence he would make the most 
fatiguing walking excursions. 
It is most touching to observe the sensitiveness of Lasker in his own descrip- 
tion of his experiences as given in “ The experiences of the soul of a man,” 
published by Auerbach, but of which Lasker was the real author. Four times, 
according to his own confession, Lasker felt the effects of Cupid's dart. His 
engagement with the daughter of Kinckel came to an end through her death: 
another young lady preferred a rival suitor: whilst a third, a Jewish lady in 
Berlin, whom Lasker had known as a child, would probably have become his wife 
if she and her parents had had sufficient force of character to abandon their 
notions about high life. Lasker was determined not to change his political 


opinions to please his father-in-law, although it would have brought him worldly 
advancement.

THE HUNGARIAN MARRIAGE BILE. 


[TIMES TELEGRAM. ] 
VLENNA, JAN, 13. 

Probably never since its establishment has the Hungarian Upper House pre- 
sented such an aspect as it did yesterday. The hall and its galleries were com- 
letely filled ; and although chairs were placed for the members, many were 
obliged to remain standing. Both sides had made great efforts to bring up all: 
their supporters. ‘There were bishops, both diocesan and titular, abb ts, ef whom 
there were nearly twice as many as on the last occasion when the Bill was dis- 
cussed, and strangers from Austria. These Austrian peers attracted much atten- 
tion. The former discussion had been attended by three of them, and people 
were wondering whether more would or would not appear. They have come 
down ina body. There were Prince Nenry Lichtenstein, Prince Adolph Joseph. 
Schwarzenberg, and two P.inces of Windischeriitz, Counts Lamberg, Althann, 
Perge, Seilern, Schafgotsch, Richard Bercthold, and several of the Pallavacini 
family. Only a few of these, including several of the Pallavacinis, have any 
landed property in Hungary, and most of those enumerated hive no kind of con- 
nection with Hungary, have never been there, and exercised their right of voting 
by virtue of the naturalization of one of their ancestors. The other side had only’ 
an accession of three votés from Vienna—namely, Prince Edmond 
Bitthyany, the head of one of the oldest and noblest Hungarian familes, Prince 
Philip of Coburg, Prince Kohary, a colonel of Honveds, speaking Tluneari 
perfectly, and residing for several months of the year in his palace at Pest 
Count Erwin SchQuborn, the owner of the grand domain of Munkacs, 
frequent resident in Hungary. |

The balance-sheet of the Jews’ Free School will, now that its managers have 
recognised the need and duty of making known what they do, be formally pre- 
sented to the public. The following, we understand, are some of the principal items for 
the year ending 31st December, 1883. On theside of receipts comes the very remark- 
able one of £265 2s. 6d. subscriptions, followed by a no more miraculous amount 
of £2 12s. 6d. as offerings at synagogues Four testators rank for £15, £2 4s., 


and £5 18s., respectively, as annuities, and £15 8s.in alump sum. The penny 


subscriptions of the children amounted to £315, dividends bought in, £2,715, and 
rents, £563. The Government Grant stood for £2,305, 14s., the most really 
satisfactory item in the whole budget. Special donations realised £68 8s. 6d., 
H. J. Lueis Fund, £9 18s. 8d., sale of prayer-books, £8. This completes the list 
proper tothe year. The Building Fund received donations to the amount of 
£16,474 4s. Od., but the institution had to borrow £6,000 fromthe London Joint Stoek 
Bank, and £1,000 from Sir Nathaniel de Rothschild. The total is £30,274 13s. 3d., 
including some odd shillings anda balance of £507 fromthe previous year which 
we have omitted. On the other side the salaries absorb £5,468. and pressing appli- 
cations are made for an inerease in this amount, owing to the demands of the— 
New Code upon teachers’ time and ,trouble. Nor is this branch of expenditure 
completed. Several items follow which might well have been included in 
salaries, as “ needlewomen,” £95, teacher of drawing, £20, housekeeper, £20, 
domestics, £50, “man for washing boys,” a necessary official no doubt, £13, and 
The collector’s commission amounts to only £15 17s. 3d., an 
aiount very creditable to the Treasurer, although against the saving must be set 
the fact that a really good collector often brings new subscribers. Gratuities 
stand for £542. These are, we believe, proportionate payments made to teachers 
in respect of their pupils’ success at the Government examinations, ani are prac- 
tically grants in aid of salarics. In books, £588 was spent, stationery and printing 
amounts to £205 13s. 4d., but this item is uninstructive. The expenditure on 
behalf of the requirements of pupils and that on management should be distin- 
guished. The school paid £256 163, 10d. for rates and taxes, and considerable sums 
for gas, coal, repairs, &c. Only £19 15s, was-spent on prizes, aad £10 on scholarship. 
The Talmud Torah clothing cost £95 10s., pension to Mrs. Phillips, £120, laundry, 
£380, apprenticeship £5. The total annual ordinary expenditure was £8,920 7s. 7d., 
of new buildings and furniture, £2C,763 16s, &d.; and a nominal 
forward.

THE rejection for the second time by the Hungarian Upper House of the 
Bill for legalising intermarriage. between Jews and Christians 1s an event 
which can hardly be said directly to affect Jewish interests. The opposition 
to the measure was undoubtedly the result, in part, of anti-Semitic feeling. 
The opponents of the Bill included the clerieals, who object to civil 
marriage on principle, and are equally averse to it even when both the parties 
are Christians. Advantage, too, appears ta have been taken of the oppor- 
tunity by certain members of the Hungarian aristocracy to infl-c! a defeat 
upon the Premier. The rejection of the Bill is at least as much due to 
religious and political considerations as to hatred of the Jews. 

It must be confessed, however, that the renewed refusal of the Upper 
House to sanction marriages Letween Jews and Christians was, to’a consider- 
able extent, prompted by Judwophobia. The proposal to legalise these 
marriages was regarded as involving a concession to the Jews, and as yet 
another step tending to break down the social barriers which separate them 
from their neighbours. The disability which the Bill aimed at removing is, 
as we explained some time since, a remnant of those unjust restrictions which 
made the lot of the Hungarian Jew so unenyiable in bygone times. Any 
movement directed towards the abolition of what still remains of those 
restrictions is viewed with alarm by certain classes in Hungary. Nor is the 


nations looked upon with more equanimity. The medieval notion still pre- 


-vails that the Jews ought to be kept isolated from the rest of the community, 


and that every step they take towards social fusion is to be deprecated as a 
In this respect the aristocratic opponents of the Hungarian Mar- 
riage Bill differ from the Judwophobes of the radical type. The new school 


of Jew-haters would do all they could to bring about a social commingling 


of Jew and Christian. Such unrestricted intercourse, they think, will 
effectually destroy the identity of the smaller race, instead of helping power- 
fully to preserve it, as the Ghetto-principle did. 

If Judaism were capable of destruction it is certainly the method of the 
radicals which could have the better chance of effecting it. 
the right of contracting mixed marriages is not to harm them in their 
character as professors of Judaism. The removal of the existing disability 
would, no doubt, greatly increase the number of marriages between Jews and 
Christians. Such a result we should deeply deplore. In one respeet,

Every obstacle which clogs the wheels 
of progress is to be regretted, even though the stoppage which results have 
its advantages, As Jews, and as lovers of justice, we are all anxious to see 
every impediment disappear which hinders the extension of social and poli- 
tical equality to the various communities of our people. It is true that at 
times the extension threatens to be attended with dangers in the shape of a

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PHB RELIEF OF THE: POOR. 
[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. ] 


How to improve the condition of the poor has become the prominent ques- 
. of the day ; and it would be a triumph, indeed, if we Jews were to inaugu- 
ai now departure in regard to this subject, and set a notable exainple of 
Teal philanthropy to our Christian fellow-citizens. It is becoming evident 
ag persons that comprehensive measures for dealing with the increased mass 
of poverty and attendant suffering existing In our midst are imperatively neces- 
gary. The time for mere tinkering has gone by ; drastic remedies for the evil 
must be applied if permanent good is to be effected, and in the end will be found 
ty constitute the truest economy. In the hope that I my be able to make some 
impression, however feeble, upon communal opinion with regard to this great 
question, 1 pen this article. | Se 

No doubt many of your readers have heard of the town of Elberfeld, in 
Prussia, and of the excellent method adopted there for dealing with poverty and 
distress. The system was brought prominently under the notice of Englishmen 
a few years since at the Meeting of the Social Science Congress which was held 
at Liverpool. But though the Ilberfeld system was heard of on that occasion 
with wonder and admiration, and the advisability recognised of introducing it at 
home, nothing further was done. The Congress broke up, the members dispers-d, 
and the condition of the English poor remained unchanged. It seems to ine that 
oir community might well.take the initiative in acclimatizing in this country a 
mode of dealing with poverty similar to that which has been originated at El ber- 
feld. The sugeessful introduction among English Jews of such a method would 
probably be llowed eventually by its general adoption. 

[ will give an outline of such a system of poor-relicf. The town should be 
divided into districts, and a sinall Committee appointed for each district, who 
would be charged with the care of the poor living in it. The work of the Coim- 
nittecs would consist in seeing that the families under their supervision lived in 
suitable dwellings, that the landlords kept the houses in a healthy condition, and 
that the tenants paid their rents regularly. They would be chirged with the duty 
of procuring work for the unemployed, of superintending the work so as to ensure 
its being done conscientiously, and of imbuing the poor with habits of industry and 
thrift, They would also sec that the children attended scoot regularly, that 
their homes exereiscd no injurious effects upon them, either physteally or morally, 
and that When they left) school they were apprenticed to some 
trade, Nor would this be the whole of their work, They would organize enter- 
tauinments for young and oid, Knowing that humean betes of every class must 
have recreation of some sort, and that if wholesome uriscment be not provided 
for them they will provide amusement of the wrong sort for themselves, 
and take to drinking or gambling. Such a supervision of the poor would not be 
earricd out by meu alone, Women would take part in it. They would do 
with excellent effect. They would, for example, show their, humbler. sisters 
how to become go cooks and economical housewives. y would teach mich- 
needed lessons of frugality, cleanliness and industry, and give instraction in the 
nursing of the sick, all kinds of needlework, ana in healthy 
of homes ana children. word, the rich would Work with for the poor 
and give the litter the boncft of their superior knowledeo and experience.

The Board of Guardians, composed of earnest 
Workers, who have the welfare of the indigent at heart, is capable of doing far 
greater things than it has yet accomplished. Kind-hearted, resolute women, too, 
have been found eager to devote their leisure and their strength to the service 
of their less fortunate brothers and sisters. Only one thing is wanted to sct the 
Iachinery in motion, and be the mighty lever which shall effectually raise the 
poor, That one thing is Money ; and surely amongst our coreligionists, with 
their wealth, the money will be found when the great need for it is properly 
understood. | 
The power for doing good possesscd by the Board of Guardians has been 
‘Testricted in the past solely by want of means. It has been blamed for not more 
frequently applying radical remedies to poverty, instead of doling out small .sums 
which, at best, can afford but passing relief. But this has been no fault of the 
oard, It isnot to be blamed because its straitened circumstances have not 
rendered it possible to extend substantial assistance to the entire host which has 
besieged its doors. Policy may have suggest:d the wisdom in such cireum- 
stances of giving effectual help to a few applicants and of turning the rest adrift 
unaided ; but the most perfect organisation cannot be governed by policy 
alone. That the weakest should go to the wall and the fittest only survive is an 
axiom, which a Board of Guardians, even in these days of charity-reform, dare

Mr, Gollancz feelingly 
acknowledged the presentation.

Mr. Henry Lazarus, Treasurer, Messrs, L. M. Myers and Isaac Davis, Trustees, Mesers, 
E, Wilks-and Henry Davis, Auditors, and Mr, F. D. Fisher, Secretary. | 
AUSTRIA-HUNGARY.—The anti-Jewish paper /uggetlenseg has been seized at the 


-newsvendors’ stalls in Buda-Pesth, by order of the Burgomaster, for appearing 
without the previous deposit by its responsible manager of the security required by 


law.—A well-known theatrical celebrity died the other day at Vienna in 
the person of Richard Lewy, formerly Chief Inspector of the Imperial Opera, He 
was one of the few Jews for whom Richard Wagner, in his writings, had a good 
word, Several well-known operatic artistes were his pupils before they entered on 
their public career, among them being Frau Mallinger, the German prima donna, 

and Madame Pauline Lucea, herself, we believe, a Jewess.—The death is announced 
at Lemberg of Herr Naftali Mendel Schorr, a veteran Jewish journalist. In 1844 he 
edited the Jerushol::im, and in 1858 the Boten. He was also the author of several 
Hebrew works, 

Posen.—Besides the triumph which the cause of toleration has gained in Berlin 
by the re-election of Dr. Strassman as Chairman of the Municipal Council in that 
city, a similar success has been achieved at Posen, where Privy Commercial Councillor 
Bernhard Jaffe has been unanimously reappointed as the head of the local munici- 
pality. 

EWISH POPULATION IN GERMANY.—According to the latest statistics the 
number of Jews in the German Empire on December 1st, 1880, was 561,612 ; or 124 
for every 10,000 of the population. In Prussia the average was higher, viz., 133 to 
10,000, whilst in Hamburg it rose to 353.
